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From late duly to 19 August 1951, the barracks installation near Z2wyciestwa 

Pavk in Pounan (2 53/X 26) was occupied by Polish troops who wore red ser~ 

vice color and were estimated at one battalion. The only vehicles seen in 

the bilieting area were trucks, The installation consisted of one large four= 
story building and annex, fronting Taborewa ul., and three old two-story stables 
which were located along Oregna and Promienista Streets and south of the barracks 
installation. The stables were usec as cerages ard for the storaze of supplies.-

Another barracks installation was located on the south side of WW. Siverczowskiece , 
petween ul, Polna and wl. Sgylinga., All buildings of this installation were in 
goog condition, with the oxception of one building at the intersection of wl, 
Swierezewskiero and ul, Sgylinga, which was 50 percent gutted, Soldiers wearing 
red service color were scen in the eastern section of the installation which 
appeared to be only slightly occupicd as few windows were Lighted in the evening. - 
Residents stated that the Polish infantry unit stationed there had moved to a 
sumer cam in May 1951. Soldiers coming and going in the western section of the 
installation wore caps with green bands and sreen pentagonal collar patches. 


Polish military billets were located on the north side of ul. Swierczewskiego, 
across che street from the installation mentioned in paragraph 3, and bordered by 
ul, “awemyniaka, ul. dackewkiego and ul.
